A NOTE TO TEACHERS 


Each lesson in the 'Peacock English Readers 
Book One' is based on some new teaching points 
and words. At the end of the lesson there is a set 
of exercises to give the pupils further oral or written 
practice in those items. The teacher's task is to 
give the pupils enough practice in using those items 
in meaningful situations in the class room. 

All lessons should begin with listening and 
speaking. In Class IV this oral work will take up 
half or more of a teaching period. In the oral part 
of the lesson the teacher will make the maximum 
use of drill (individual, group and chorus), substi- 
tution tables, audio-visual aids, blackboard draw- 
ing, language games, etc. This will help the pupils 
to form correct language habits. The new teach- 
ing points and words in the textbook should be pre- 
sented to the pupils orally first and then they will 
use the textbook for reading and writing. Listening, 
speaking, reading and writing—this is the order the 
pupils should follow. 

The reading matter in fact, will help the pupils 
to fix the new items in each lesson more firmly in 
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their minds. Most of the lessons in this book have 
been written in a dialogue form and can easily be 
dramatised after initial oral work. This will enable 
the pupils to use English in an appropriate context. 
Sometimes the pupils may be asked to read a pass- 
age and easy questions may be asked afterwards to 
test their mastery of language. 


The exercises at the end of each lesson should be 
done orally first and then the pupils can be asked 
to write them in their exercise books, either as class- 
work or as'homework.

The teacher then brings the pupils to the front 
of the class in turn and encourages them to make 
these statements. Then he organises group or 
chorus drill. He shows Dipu’s arms and en- 
courages them to say: Those are Dipu's arms. 
Next he shows the arms of the chair and encourages 
them to say Those are the arms о} the chair and so 
on. 


(c) The teacher draws (or shows) the picture of 
a girl and says: This is Minu. This is Minu's 
neck. He then shows a bottle and says: This 
is a bottle. This is the neck of the bottle. Не en- 
courages the pupils to make these statements. 


(d) Next the teacher shows a box to the class 
and gives them practice in using these sentences : 


This| That is a box. This|That is the top of 
the box. This|That is the bottom of the box 
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This 1 That is the front of the box. This | That is the 
back of the box. This/That is the outside (inside) 
of the box. 


New words: back, front, top, bottom, outside, 
inside. 

The meanings of these words can be illustrated to 
the pupils by the teacher's demonstration. 

Sound Difficulties: The pupils may pronounce 
the words ‘front’ and ‘bottom’ / phront / and / 
bottom. So some practice should be given 
to them to pronounce these words as/ front / 
and / bottom/. 


Textbook : 

Next the pupils are asked to open their text- 
books and read them silently for a few minutes. 
Then the individual pupils are asked to show the 
different parts of the body or thing in the illustra- 
tions in the book and read aloud the appropriate 


sentences. 


Further practice may be given by asking the pupils 
the following questions : 

What are these? They are the legs of the 
table. Is this the back of the chair? Yes, it is, 
and so on. 
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Exercises: The exercises at the end of the 
lesson are dealt with orally in class and then 


the pupils are asked to write them in their exer- 
cise books.
